The 
Friends of Haiti, Inc. wasfbunded to form a permanent 
link of friendship between the people of the United 
States and the people of Haiti* I am happy to say 
that since its formation in September, it has met 
with a response and success beyond our anticipation. 

We are now working with Rockefeller, Ford, and other 
foundations to rebuild and rehabilitate the Medical 
School, General Hospital in Port-au-Prince, and the 
University. It is our further aim to create a climate 
of acceptance and understanding for Haiti by the—American 
people in tourism and new American industrial in- 
vestments can flourish thereby raising the living standard 
of the population of approximately four million people, 
predominately Negro. 

"Needless to say, my original interest in Haiti was and 
is a strategic and ideological one, to hold this des- 
perately poor- nation — the’ original "Black Republic" 
lying so close to our own shores — out of the Soviet 
orbit , 

"I am sure you are well aware of the explosive political 
situation in Haiti, with ex- P resident MAGLOIRE and de- 
feated Presidential candidate I l living in New York 

and with their friends determined to undermine and over- 
throw the excellent, honest, and very pro-American Govern- 
ment of President DUVALIER. 

"One has known of such activities and deplored them, but 
the enclosed document, which was brought bo my attention

Government friendly to that of the United States and I 
felt that I should, therefore, bring it immediately to 
your attention.

"As former Minister of Health and Education of Haiti, I am 
aware of the medical needs of my people. However, I cannot 
but conclude that this project as well as the ’Friends of 
Haiti’ have been conceived as a public relations project for 
the present government, which has identified itself with 
numerous brutalities and violations of human rights., which 
are an outrage to human conscience. Thousands of my fellow 
citizens are suffering imprisonment; many have been assassinated 
and freedom of the press has been entirely eliminated. Any 
project which would be begun today in Haiti, undoubtedly would 
be conducted under these conditions; and it cannot possibly 
render help to a people who are being intimidated and do not 
dare to apply for alleviation either political, social 
or economic.

"The guilty conscience steeped in vice of the turn- 
coat Doctor CAMILLE LHERISSON dictated him a rank loathsome 
action. He did not 'balk at telling Doctor HOWARD A. RUSK 
that ‘this help could not be profitable tp the Haitian People* 
and that it was convenient before promoting the welfare of the 
masses to 1 restore in Haiti an atmosphere of Democracy and 
human Liberty*/ The answer of the American citizen to ^ 
the bad specimen blinded by fanatiSm and cupidity was a 
regular stinger, a lesson in Good citizenship.

However, those with the moral level 
of Doctor CAMILLE LHERISSON ignore that essential truth, 
stubbornness in opposing without rhyme or reason may lead 
to the most dangerous deviations of good citizenship and 
then surrender, resignation, treason which nay constitute 
an att3mpt to national dignity.

"Let us recall that Doctor CAMILLE LHERISSCN is an 
old offender. We remember that under the Military 
Government Council- he promised some simple-minded 
cronies of the pro-bejoie group to convince some of 
his friends in the State Department to break the diplomatic 
relations with our country under the false pretense 
that the elections had been rigged.

Why did 
he not complain when a price was set on the head of 
Doctor DUVALIER and that of CLEMENT BARBOT to such 
an extent that on July ,-.14* 1955 at 4:15 st.m. a detective 
shot down a poor ordinary woman with three slugs? 
the dead woman was the aunt of the present Under- 
secretary of State for Information and she was mist- 
aken for Doctor DUVALIER under a female disguise. 

Why did he not protest when humble prisoners were 
draxm at night from their cells in the National Penit- 
entiary and sacrificed in the Morne-a-Cabrits as 
burnt offerings to Hellish divinities? Why did he not 
raise any protest when SEYMOUR LASSEGUE was thrown 
with fetters in the most horrible dark cell in the Port- 
de-Paix prison where he was all but eaten up by 
crabs? Why did he not complain when the help sent 
by foreign powers on behalf of those victims after the 
passing of hurricane Hazel was taken as free load 
while the victims were starving? 
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"The silence of Doctor HHERISSON Was quite obvious

Therefore, it 
would appear that our Government intends to carj?y 
out its agreement with the Government of Haiti 
In regard to the dispatch of a Marine Mission to the 
Republic of Haiti. 

"In regard to any assistance the *.Friends„- 
of Haiti 1 might render the Republic of Haiti, I 
would suggest that the efforts of your organization 
be directed toward promoting favorable public 
opinion in the United States in the support of ihe 
present Government of Haiti. An attempt might also 
be made to persuade Representative Powell, pejois, and 
other critics of President Buvalier, to cease their 
denunciations of the President and Join with him 
in promoting the .welfare of this country* In other 
words, if these individuals really have the interests

If mankind is to be 
saved from a long night of totalitarian darkness, it must be met with courage and 
fortitude of spirit and turned back. 

At this decisive moment, when the crucial challenge of history is whether 
or not communist imperialism will control the earth and its peoples, Americans, 
individually and collectively, bear a major historic responsibility. In them - in 
the aroused and articulate voice and strength of the American people - lies the 
ultimate weapon.

Because of the nature of Soviet imperialism and its new methods of conquest, 
the battle for free civilization must be fought and won on entirely new fronts© The 
voice of fearless and informed public opinion must’ be heard continually, day after 
day, to frustrate Soviet maneuvers to 11 nibble away 11 the remaining areas of freedom, 
and to resist any tendency to accept seemingly "small 11 defeats and "minor 11 sur- 
renders in the name of peace© 

Citizens for Freedom will take strong and far-sighted positions, publicized 
through every available medium of communication, on all issues, both great and 
small, that bear directly on the struggle between communism and freedom© These 
issues may be military, economic, cultural, educational or spiritual© All these

Citizens for Freedom will work for a largely increased, flexible defense 
establishment and dispersed*, retaliatory and mobile forces that can effectively 
discourage attack and are ready and. able to defend this nation and its allies against 
either local "brushfire" or global conflict; on land, in the air, in space and on or 
under the ocean© Nothing less will suffice© We offer personal sacrifice and higher 
taxation, if that be necessary, to achieve this specific, imperative safeguard against

The sinister mature* the ultimate goals and the skillful techniques of inter- 
national communism are not yet fully comprehended by all Americans. There is 
urgent need for sober and explicit information* education and exposition. Citizens 
for Freedom will provide the means to study* expose and publish the objectives and 
methods of communism so that Americans may be better informed concerning the 
nature of their enemy* how he works and the vast propaganda and infiltration 
apparatus- he operates against the average citizen. 

Citizens for Freedom condemns the Soviet dictatorship and its world-wide 
campaign of nuclear blackmail* but not the Russian people* who were the first and 
worst victims' of communism. It repudiates the status quo of the captive nations 
and champions their right to free and sovereign existence. It seeks the friendship 
and fellowship of the peoples of Asia* Africa and the Middle East who carry in their 
hearts the love of Freedom. It will propose specific new means through which 
Americans may tangibly express cooperation and brotherhood for their close allies 
and neighbours in South America and concern for the welfare of the Indian peoples. 

Citizens for Freedom is deeply concerned with the youth of America and 
considers this a well-nigh decisive factor in the survival of our way of life. It will 
work for a more vigorous system of education; higher standards of learning and 
achievement; greater emphasis on character building and moral and religious 
training; a clearer knowledge of American ideals and purpose and a new sense of 
responsibility in the youth of the nation to defend their great heritage of freedom 
against the totalitarian challenge. 

Citizens for Freedom acknowledges the deep spiritual and religious roots 
of freedom and the free way of life. It holds that economic* military and political

She has come tb the“BuTeau r s - aftention on several .previous occasions in 
connection with organizations she is running or sponsoring. Lady Hamilton is the 
former Nata lie WalesSpaine ,1 who according to SAC letter 5-8-51 was President 
of Common Cause, Inc. ,' of New York City. Common Cause had many prominent 
individuals connected with’ it and its avowed purpose was the concerted combatting of 
communism. Considerable cordial correspondence has been exchanged with her, 
particularly during the late 1940’ s and early 1950’ s, requesting counsel and advice 

concerning un-American activities and anti- communist measures. ^ -

In 1955, at the request of Lady Hamilton, she and Lord Hamilton were 
interviewed by an Agent of the New York Office and she advised that there was a 
campaign in that city to smear her. In 1953 Lord Hamilton established the Highland 
Fund for the economic development of the Highlands and rural Scotland, and in 1955 
they had recently set up headquarters in New York City to seek $10 million in fuMs 
for their program. One of the officials was reportedly told that many people would 
have nothing to do with the fund because of ah allegation that Lady Hamilton had f 
misappropriated funds for her own use from Bundles for Britain, with which she was 
an active officer, and the Common Cause. They were told the FBI had no jnr/^iCc.lo 
tion in connection with this allegedsmear.

In 1958, Lady Hamilton and Friends of Haiti were subjects of a "Registra- 
tion Act-Haiti” investigation by this Bureau conducted at the request of the 
Department. According to news accounts Lady Hamilton was the founder and presi- 
dent and it was a non -political organization to muster private help to build and 
strengthen living standards in Haiti. She sent a letter to the Director 12-8-58 
setting forth aims of her organization and criticizing activities :bf the Democratic 
League of Haiti. On 5-22-59 the Department was advised that the Bureau would 
conduct no further investigation since our reports indicated Lady Hamilton was 
engaged in charitable and philanthropic work. There is no information in Bufiles 
identifiable with her latest organization, Citizens for Freedom. 


OBSERVATIONS: 

It would appear from the foregoing that Lady Hamilton is a prolific 
instigator and organizer of apparent charitable or philanthropic organizations, and 
the files indicate she has utilized the names of prominent individuals in connection 
with previous organizations and undoubtedly has some prominent friends. It is 
noted that in 1951 when she was with Common Cause, Inc. , she wanted to see the 
Director and he indicated she would have to see someone else. Obviously, her 
purpose in. contacting the Director is to obtain his endorsement of her organization 
which she could, of course, in turn use to her advantage. It is felt that the 
Director would not want to do this. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

(1) That the Director not meet with Lady Hamilton in view of her back- 
ground of founding various organizations and her apparent desire to obtain his 
endorsement of her latest organization; Citizens For Freedom. 


(2) That this memorandum be returned to your (Mr. De-Loach’s) office, 
and someone in your office contact her and express the Director's regrets for his

Called " Citizens for Freedom " it 
will concern itself with the entire gamut of communist pressure, 
subversion, infiltration and overt aggression in any part of the

The Founding Committee of Citizens for Freedom Inc. comprises 
men and women from business, labor, the law, the Churches and the 
professions, as well as a carefully chosen group of recognized 
experts on the nature, history, techniques and goals of international 
communism. The Committee will supply the members with documented 
information and will seek their advice and views; on the basis of 
these it will take public positions on all issues directly involving 
the struggle of free people against international communism confident 
that it is clearly reflecting the direct voice of average, moderate 
American opinion. Furthermore, while channeling much of its effort 
through other reliable existing organizations. Citizens for Freedom 
will offer its members a range of specific projects through which 
they can directly assist communism’s victims. To like-minded 
organizations, both within and outside the United States, it will 
offer its services as communicating agency, catalyst and (?

clearing house. A directory of sound anti-communist citizen groups, 
both in the United States and throughout the world, will be prepared 
under the aegis of Citizens for Freedom and made available to the 
general public. Citizens for Freedom is non-partisan and will not 
engage in domestic politics. 

Here at home. Citizens for Freedom will strive to represent 
and speak out for the sound majority of American citizens. It 
believes that, given a chance, most Americans are anxious to take 
some part in the world struggle to support the liberty of all 
peoples everywhere not only at periodic elections, but also from 
day to day. So far, because of the vastness and complexity of the 
struggle, they have not known how to be effective. 

In short. Citizens for Freedom believes that many reasonable. 
Americans have felt impelled to join extremist groups out of a sense 
of frustration, in the absence of a balanced action group that can 
command their allegiance. This will no longer be necessary. 

For Citizens for Freedom is determined to challenge and block 
the nuclear blackmail of the Free World by the USSR and Red China, 
both of which manage to commit unending aggression and unceasing 
subversion with impunity by the device of holding over the entire 
planet the threat of nuclear extermination. Citizens for Freedom 
believes that in a final test the vast majority of middle-of-the 
road Americans would prefer death to surrender to world communism 
and that Western policies of veiled appeasement have been leading 
for many years past to the very catastrophe they are supposed to 
prevent. It believes that a militant and articulate American 
public is essential to preserve freedom and peace.

In connection with the above public announcement, the Citizens 
Committee of Citizens for Freedom issued the following statement 
from its office at 45 East 66th St., N.Y.C. 

"Because of the tendency in some quarters to dismiss 
specialized groups as representative of only a single segment of the 
population, we have felt the need of a new organization to represent, 
as far as possible, a cross section of responsible, reasonable 
non-partisan men and women who are convinced that the U.S. must take 
a mqre positive position against encroachment by international 
communism and by its major agencies, the U.S.S.R. and Red China. 

For we believe that today this is a gap which must be closed between 
our official policies and the attitude of the majority of Americans." 

" Citizens for Freedom has been a long time in formation. As 
the Cold War has ebbed and flowed, it has sometimes seemed that 
sheer disaster would strike before we could organize to help prevent 
it. Again, at other moments, it has seemed to some that no new 
organization was necessary. Today we are convinced that our 
organization has an important function to fill for years to come. 

We wish we had been in existence earlier. But, better late than 
never . 

"We believe that the cause of human freedom is in grave peril. 
For decades the Soviet Union has mounted a manifold offensive of 
propaganda, infiltration, subversion, aggression and terror against 
the free peoples. It advances, thanks to muddled thinking, apathy, 
defeatism, covert appeasement and general ignorance of the nature 

of commumism. Its tactics are at the same time intimidating and 
soporific.

"The Soviet Union masks its goal of world dominion with a 
succession of piecemeal objectives, partial crises, phony 
disarmament proposals, endless talk of peaceful coexistence and 
spurious peace movements. World communism is dually organized from 
the central control stations in Mo.scow and Peking. Its purpose is 
the gradual attrition of the moral, economic, legal and religious 
foundations of the free way of life. Its major target is the 
United States. Only the American people have the strength and 
resources to put an end to this process. The shape of the coming 
world will be decided by the number of moderate and respectable 
Americans who can be induced to make their voices heard on the 
level of fearless principle against the acceptance of any further 
"small" defeats and "minor" surrenders in the name of peace. 

"We believe that Citizens for Freedom , through the breadth and 
courage of its membership, can command both confidence and respect. 
Supported by these qualities, we intend to disclose and oppose the 
communist offensive in all its aspects, whether military, economic, 
cultural, educational or ideological. Citizens for Freedom will 
ask of each member a commitment large or small in time or effort to 
the cause of freedom and to the defense of the United States and of 
the world. It will offer specific suggestions on how to assist 
freedom-loving men and women in other parts of the planet. 

"More than once in human history, the best in mankind, when 
faced with the threat of enslavement, has fearlessly met the 
challenge. Now is such _a time . WE PROPOSE NEITHER TO SURRENDER NOR 
TO LAUNCH A NUCLEAR WAR. But we believe that those who offer these 
as the sole available alternatives are, knowingly or unwittingly,

The Soviet goal of world domination is befogged 
by a succession of piecemeal targets, partial crises, 
phony disarmament proposals, spurious “peace” 
movements and even seemingly reasonable short- 
term demands. It takes two steps forward and one 
back. It spreads confusion and division and despair 
among the people of the world. 

Yet it is monolithically organized from two cen- 
tral control stations in Moscow and Peking. Its ob- 
jective is the systematic and ruthless destruction of 
all the moral, economic, legal and religious founda- 
tions of the free way of life. The United States and 
the American people are the chief targets. If man- 
kind is to be saved from a long night of totalitarian 
darkness, this unprecedented assault must be met 
with courage and fortitude of spirit and turned 
back. We must win . 

The Will and Voice of The American People 

At this decisive moment, when the crucial chal- 
lenge of history is whether or not communist im- 
perialism will control the earth and its peoples, 
Americans, both individually and collectively, bear 
a major, historic responsibility. In them — in the 
articulate voice and the voluntary strength of the 
American people — lies the ultimate weapon. 
America must re-arm with an inflexible will to win; 
with fresh moral fibre and a deep faith in the right- 
ness of its cause and its historic purpose as defender 
of human freedom. 


Battle For Civilization on New Fronts 

Because of the nature of Soviet imperialism and 
its- subversive and evil methods of conquest, the 
battle for free civilization must be fought and won 
on entirely new fronts. The voice of fearless and 
informed public opinion must be heard day by day, 
to frustrate Soviet maneuvers to “nibble away” the 
remaining areas of freedom and to resist any tend- 
ency to accept seemingly “small” defeats and 
“minor” surrenders in the name of peace.

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Current Principles and Positions 
advocated by Citizens for Freedom 

1. Citizens for Freedom denounces the Kremlin’s strat- 
egy of nuclear blackmail. 

2. Condemns the Soviet dictatorship and the U.S.S.R. 
but not the Russian people who were its first victims. 

3. Repudiates a condition of “status quo” for the captive 
nations of Eastern Europe and demands plebiscites 
and free elections. 

4. Demands free elections and self-determination for 
East Germany.

6. Strongly supports the present day significance and 
validity of the Monroe Doctrine and believes the 
U. S. cannot tolerate the presence of any Soviet 
weaponry or communist-front regimes in the Western 
Hemisphere. 

7. Supports N.A.T.O. as an indispensable bulwark against 
Soviet aggression. 

8. Opposes the admission of Red China to the U.N. as 
an evil and ruthless dictatorship which has subjugated 
the Chinese people into medieval slavery.

A REPORT TO EVERYONE PARTICIPATING IN 

"A DAY OF MOURNING FOR THE VICTIMS OF COMMUNISM" 


Although returns are still incomplete concern- 
ing national participation, the interim picture 
emerging indicates a positive success for certain 
clearly defined reasons which I will enumerate. It 
was a success, however, in the face of handicaps 
which I will mention. For all those of us who are 
concerned with the waging of an intelligent over- 
all struggle against world communism on the citizen 
level, proclaiming November 7 th "A Day of Mourning 
for the Victims of Communism" revealed important 
guide-lines for future action. 

On the Plus Side; 

Outside of New York City itself, the press 
coverage was excellent. Both wire services. The 
United Press International and Associated Press, 
carried full reports. UPI radio covered the story. 

There were editorials and coverage in many leading 
newspapers across the country and very wide report- 
ing in small and medium-sized newspapers. Large 
numbers of publications carried the full black-bordered 
Proclamation. 

The mass-circulation New York Daily News 
not only carried the story but gave us a fine 
editorial as well. 

Many nationally syndicated columnists did 
special stories on The Day of Mourning. 

Several important publishers and editors 
contacted other journalists personally and a person- 
to-person network of coverage resulted. 

The organizational cooperation and support was 
an unprecedented success. Seventy- two organizations 
received the Proclamation and three pages of Recommenda- 
tions for Action, and news releases, and participated 


(partial and interim listing) 


fully in the effort together with their large numbers of branches 
and affiliates. A majority of these groups reproduced the original 
material adding the name and address of their own organization for 
wide distribution., and several major national groups printed the 
full text of the Proclamation on the cover or front page of their 
publications. 

Because this organizational technique was so widespread 
and multiplied itself so rapidly, it is not yet possible to determine 
how many persons were actually reached with the message and partic- 
ipated. A conservative estimate is many millions. 

In the religious field, the Catholic Church gave the great- 
est cooperation, led by Cardinals Cushing and Spellman. Protestant 
Churches of many denominations had special prayers, as requested. 

Ethnic groups, representing virtually every nation whose 
nationals have become American citizens, participated fully and 
enthusiastically as well as every organization representing Iron 
Curtain countries or escapees from Soviet terror all over the 
world - from Cuba to Korea. 

Among patriotic organizations, it is interesting to note 
that the National Board of The Sons of the Revolution, at their 
annual convention, passed a Resolution supporting the Proclamation. 

John M. Ashbrook, Republican Representative in Congress 
from Ohio, read the full text of the news release, the Proclamation, 
the signers, the committee and three pages of the recommendations 
for suitable action into The Congressional Record of October 25th, 
1967. 


Meetings ranging in size from 3000 to 10 persons were held 
all over the United States, sponsored by a wide variety of groups 
over a two-week period. 

On the Negative Side: 

The first handicap - The entire project was carried out 
from beginning to end with only $1,000. In the very short period of 
time we had to work, it was not possible to appeal for funds. The 
monies we received were voluntary, spontaneous contributions. It 
was not possible to do follow-up letters, make long-distance 
telephone calls or purchase ads in newspapers, which we would very 
much like to have done. 


The second handicap - With the exception of the splendid 
New York Daily News, there was virtually no publicity in New York 
City. The New York Times, even after enumerable written personal 
appeals to top executives, ignored the effort in its entirely. 

Given these two handicaps about which readers may draw 
their own conculsions - the results were quite extraordinary. 

The final listing of those who signed the Proclamation 
was especially distinguished. Received too late, to be included in 
the last news release, for example, were two particular stars - 
the great Admiral Lewis L. Strauss USN (Ret) and Dr. Edward 
Teller, the renowned physicist. 

To many of us, "The Day of Mourning for the Victims of 
Communism" came to be thought of as "Project David and Goliath", 
as free men and women in the United States, at the nth hour, 
unable to endure the barrage of lies and misinformation emanating 
from Moscow, rose up to challenge the multi-million dollar, two- 
year propaganda campaign of the world-wide Soviet apparatus. 

All who participated in any way in "The Day of Mourning" should 
be deeply gratified and hold their heads a little higher. I can 
assure you that the remarkable cooperation and coordination 
achieved among so many organizations and individuals will not be 
wasted. A meeting to plan further action will shortly be convened.

Mr. ASHBROOK. Mr. Speaker, the ob- 
servance of an anniversary can be one 
of either celebration or mourning. The 
Fourth of July is certainly a festive event 
while December 7 in the United States 
recalls the tragedy of Pearl Harbor. 
American. citizens have no trouble in dis- 
tinguishing the significance of these an- 
niversaries for the events commemorated 
were as dissimilar as freedom is to brutal 
aggression.

Citizen Groups Proclaim November 7 “A

New York, N.Y., October 18, 1967. — The So- 
viets have organized world-wide celebrations 
for November 7th, to mark the. 50th anniver- 
sary of the Bolshevik seizure of power in 
Russia. 

To counter these celebrations of commu- 
nist power, November 7th has been pro- 
claimed a “Day of Mourning for the Victims 
of Communism” by a group of prominent 
Americans and over 60 organizations in the 
United States— patriotic, civic, veterans, eth- 
nic, captive nations and religious. 


■ Announcement of the Day of Mourning was 
made by a Coordinating Committee in behalf 
of the participating groups, many of whom 
represent world-wide opposition to interna- 
tional communism from Cuba to China, and 
in behalf of well-known Americans support- 
ing the action. They described the effort as 
a spontaneous voluntary response to the wish 
of many organizations and individuals, 
hitherto unassociated, to counter together 
the massive Soviet celebration which has' 
been in preparation for over two years. 

The formal Proclamation, made public ‘to- 
day, calls upon communities throughout the 
country to observe the week of November 7th 
with, memorial ceremonies, religious services 
and in other ways to "remember the heroic 
dead” and indict the crimes of communism. 

Acting on American initiative, the Day of 
.Mourning was also proclaimed by a resolution 
adopted on September 28th by the World 
Anti- Communist League and the Asian Peo- 
ples* Anti- Communist League, at their joint 
conference, just concluded in Taipei, Taiwan. 
The Conference represented organizations 
from 72 nations plus 15 international organ- 
izations. The American delegation was headed 
by former Congressman Dr. Walter H. Judd. 

Members of the Coordinating Committee 
set up to assist the effort include Edgar Ansel 
Mowrer, Hal Lehrman, John M. Fisher, Dr.

Anti-Communist groups in other free coun- 
tries have been appraised of the American 
action and already, according to the Com- 
mittee, It is clear that the Day of Mourning 
will be observed in many ports of the non- 
communist world. 

“During this half-century” the Proclama- 
tion declared, “communism has been respon- 
sible for the extermination of at least 85- 
milllon people; has systematically destroyed 
moral, intellectual and spiritual values; per- 
secuted all religions; set the pattern for 
Fascism and Nazism; has preached “libera- 
tion” while practicing unlimited oppression." 

The undertaking was prompted by the need 
to “counter-act the anniversary barrage of 
propaganda for communism now inundating 
the world”. The Committee expressed appre- 
ciation for the tremendous initial support 
from all quarters and suggests that churches, 
synagogues, civic and fraternal groups and 
communities throughout the U.S. arrange 
solemn memorial events.
